Both ARRL Pacific Division Director Bob Vallio, W6RGG, and Southwestern Division Director Richard 
"Dick" Norton, N6AA, ran unopposed and were declared the winner of the election by the League's Ethics 
and Elections Committee. Incumbent Andy Oppel, N6AJO, of Alameda, California received 

1654 votes to defeat Rob Brownstein, K6RB, of Santa Cruz, California, who received 1180 votes for Vice 
Director in the Pacific Division. 


The incumbent ARRL Southwestern Division Vice Director, Edward J. "Ned" Stearns, AA7A, of Scottsdale, 
Arizona, did not seek re-election this term. Of the four candidates for this office, Marty Woll, N6VI, of 
Chatsworth, California, with 1191 votes, defeated Tom Fagan, WB7NXH, of Tucson, Arizona (1054 votes): 
Tuck Miller, NZ6T, of National City, California (710 votes), and Joseph Madas, AE6JM, of Banning, Cali- 


fornia (342 votes).
